Italian Base Struck 

At least 26 killed; U.S. troops respond with ‘Iron Hammer’ 


NASIRIYAH, IRAQ I A suicide bomber blew up 
a truck packed with explosives at an Italian 
paramilitary base Wednesday, killing at least 
26 people. The United States struck at the 
Iraqi insurgency hours later, destroying a 
warehouse in Baghdad and chasing attack- 
ers who were seen firing mortars. 

The Nasiriyah attack was the deadliest 
against an American ally since the occupa- 
tion began and appeared to send a message 
that international groups are not safe any- 
where in Iraq. 

Italian Defense Minister Antonio Martino 
said the truck, followed by an armored car, 
approached the compound at high speed. 


Gunmen inside one of the vehicles opened fire 
at Italian troops guarding the entrance, he 
said. The guards returned fire, but the vehicle 
plowed into the gate, and then exploded. 

The blast wounded 79 people, 20 of them 
Italians, hospital sources and Italian offi- 
cials said. 

After nightfall in Baghdad, forces from the 
1st Armored Division attacked a warehouse 
used by insurgents, setting off explosions that 
reverberated throughout the capital. 

The mission was part of “Operation Iron 
Hammer,” a new “get tough” policy for con- 
fronting insurgents.

Death Still 
Option for 
Muhammad 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Despite little proof that 
John Allen Muhammad pulled the trigger, 
the judge at his trial refused to take the death 
penalty off the table Wednesday, saying the 
evidence suggests he and fellow sniper sus- 
pect Lee Boyd Malvo worked together. 

The prosecution’s case indicates “they were 
involved in purposeful 
shootings,” Circuit Judge 
LeRoy F. Millette Jr. said 
with the jury out of the 
room. “They perfected 
their ability to shoot peo- 
ple ... [and] escape.” 

The ruling came as 
Muhammad’s defense 
rested its case after calling only five wit- 
nesses, who testified for a total of two hours. 
Muhammad did not take the stand. 

Closing arguments are set to begin 
Thursday, the same day as opening state- 
ments in the capital murder case against 
Malvo.

President, top advisers 
examine future of 
Iraqi self-government 

WASHINGTON | President George 
W. Bush and senior national secu- 
rity advisers grappled with plans 
Wednesday to accelerate the transfer 
of power in Baghdad under the pres- 
sure of rising casualties and a trou- 
bling intelligence report from Iraq. 

“We are in a very intense peri- 
od here,” said L. Paul Bremer, the 
top U.S. administrator in Iraq. 
The Bush administration is wor- 
ried about a lack of progress by 
the American-appointed Iraqi 
Governing Council toward meet- 
ing a Dec. 15 U.N. deadline for 
producing a new constitution and 
holding elections.

State will get its first 
non-white-male leader 
since Reconstruction 

BATON ROUGE, LA. | The Louisiana 
governor’s race poses a dilemma 
for Bubba, a term that is no insult 
in these parts: It will be a contest 
between a Cajun woman and the 
son of Indian immigrants. 

No matter how pickup -driv- 
ing conservative Southern white 
men vote Saturday, Louisiana will 
make history. The state has never 
had a woman governor and has not 


put a non-white in the office since 
Reconstruction. 

The Republican candidate is 
Bobby Jindal, a 32 -year- old for- 
mer Rhodes Scholar who was an 
assistant health secretary under 
President Bush. The Democrat is 
Lt. Gov. Kathleen Blanco, a 60- 
year-old veteran of Louisiana poli- 
tics who has served in state govern- 
ment for two decades. 

Jindal appears to be leading 
in the all-important Bubba vote. 


Some rural men in pickup trucks 
have been swayed by Jindal’s reli- 
gious fervor, and their bumper stick- 
ers read “Bubbas for Bobby.” Jindal, 
a Roman Catholic convert, has also 
rallied conservatives with radio ads 
deriding liberals and pushing guns 
and the Ten Commandments. 

Several recent polls have 
shown Jindal holding slight leads, 
though one released Monday by 
Southeastern Louisiana University 
indicated adeadheat.

Study: No Big Ice 
Chunks in Moon’s 
Poiar Craters 


The most exacting analysis yet of 
the moon’s mysterious polar craters 
found no sign of the vast expanses of 
ice that scientists had hoped future 
lunar colonists could someday mine 
for precious, life -sustaining water. 

The findings do not mean there 
is no ice in the permanently shaded 
craters. But if there is ice, research- 
ers at Cornell University say, it is 
probably mixed into the lunar soil 
in widely scattered flecks or in 
thin layers.

Arafat Swears In 
New Leadership 


Stalemate over control 
of security forces ends, 
leaving him in charge 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat swore in a new 
Palestinian Cabinet on Wednesday, 
getting the government he wanted 
after a long wrangle and setting the 
stage for a renewed push to imple- 
ment the stalled, U.S.-backed “road 
map” peace plan. 

The approval of the cabinet, 
which won a vote of confidence 
from Palestinian legislators, ended a 
two -month stalemate that stymied 
efforts to implement the peace plan. 
Palestinian Prime Minister Ahmed 
Qureia broke the stalemate Sunday 
by giving in to Arafat on the crucial 
question of who controls Palestinian 
security and police, leaving the vet- 
eran leader effectively in charge of 
most forces. 

Israel and the United States, 
which accused Arafat of stoking 
terrorism, wanted the security 
agencies removed from his juris- 
diction. But Israeli officials sug- 
gested Wednesday they primarily

were interested in restoring quiet. 
“If the new Palestinian government 
is serious about pursuing peace and 
takes action to dismantle the infra- 
structure of terrorism, they will find 
Israel to be a real partner,” Israeli

Judge Upholds

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | At teenage 
sniper suspect Lee Boyd Malvo’s 
trial in Chesapeake, Circuit Judge 
Jane Marum Roush on Wednesday 
rejected a defense request to dismiss 
the jury pool of 28. Attorneys then 
took about 15 minutes to whittle 
the jury to 16 — nine women and 
seven men.

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I Microsoft 
Corp. began its defense against 
European antitrust charges on 
Wednesday, the start of a three-day, 
closed- door hearing, optimistic that 
a deal could still be reached.

Protein Profits 


The beef industry is 
getting fat on popular 
low-carb lifestyles 

TRENDS I Until recently, a lanky 
Texan like Paul Genho had little 
interest in celebrity doctors and 
their diet trends. But thanks to 
the toppled food pyramid advised 
by the low- carbohydrate Atkins and 
South Beach diets, red meat sales 
are up again. 

“Beef is hot, beef is back,” said 
Genho, manager of the 825,000- 
acre King Ranch, one of the coun- 
try’s top beef producers. “People are 
sick of chicken.” 

Breed bulls are going for $40,000 
and live cattle prices were recently 
trading over $1 a pound. 

“Eighty cents is considered 
healthy,” Genho said, noting that 
a few years ago, prices were in the 
50 -cent range. 

Diets can’t take all the credit for 
the increase. A mad-cow disease 
scare closed off the Canadian sup- 
ply, so steak distributors worldwide 
turned to the U.S. market, where 
there were no reports of the sick- 
ness. The two countries are the 
major suppliers of grain-fed beef, 
which consumers prefer to grass-fed 
beef. Droughts around the United 
States also have thinned cattle 
herds, so supply is down. 

Still, the effect the diets are hav- 
ing on prices can’t be understated, 
said Ann Barnhardt, an analyst 
with the livestock research firm 


Hedgersedge.com. “I credit a lot of 
that to the Atkins diet,” she said. 

Sales are soaring for books such 
as “Atkins for Life” and “The South 
Beach Diet,” which reverse decades 
of dietary advice and say the way 
to lose weight is to cut out carbo- 
hydrates in favor of more protein. 
Many dieters say they’ve quickly lost 
weight on the diets. 

But people would be back to 
beef even if there weren’t a dietary 
license, trend analyst Gerald Celente 
said. He said people are tired of 
depriving themselves after two 
years of a weak economy and wor- 
ries about terrorism. 

“Beef is also a comfort food,” 
Celente said. 

The theory behind popular 
low-carb diets is that the body too 
quickly converts carbohydrates into 
ready energy, ignoring existing fuel 
stored as fat. 

The nutritional value of such diets 
is still under discussion by the medi- 
cal community and the government. 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
is fielding public comments on its 
food pyramid — which for years has 
advocated more carbohydrates and 
fewer servings of meat — and will in 
2005 release a revised set of recom- 
mendations. Until then, a spokesman 
said, it’s too soon to comment. 

In the meantime, many ranch- 
ers are making the most of the sit- 
uation. 

“They’re paying everything off, 
preparing for the future,” Genho

STAGE I It sounds like a movie: 
Monks trained in the venerable 
art of kung fu can pounce like ani- 
mals, use their opponents’ aggres- 
sion against them and fight with 
any of more than 20 weapons. 

The Shaolin Warriors are a 


group of 24 Chinese monks profi- 
cient in this dazzling kung fu off- 
shoot called wushu who tour the 
globe demonstrating a mastery of 
mind and body in a breathtaking 
display of grace and skill.

Make Way for Dumplings 


CZECH FOOD I For music, art, archi- 
tecture or history, few cities surpass 
Prague. But the City of a Hundred 
Spires isn’t usually cited as a desti- 
nation for gastronomes. Still, there’s 
plenty to savor here beyond the cel- 
ebrated towers and steeples. 

Sweet knedliky, for example, is 
a winning Czech dumpling. The 
dough can be made with semolina 
flour and cottage cheese, quark (a 
slightly tangy curd cheese) or 
cooked potatoes. 


In this version, whole fruits, 
particularly small oval plums or 
sour cherries, are wrapped inside 
quark-based dough and then boiled. 
Browned butter and cinnamon- 
scented powdered sugar are then 
spooned over the hot dumplings. 

Wondra flour is the best substi- 
tute for Czech coarse-grained flour. 
Mildly tangy Czech quark is gen- 


erally not available in the United 
States. Substitute Italian mascar- 
pone with a few drops of lemon 
juice, or use half mascarpone and 
half fromage blanc. 

Czechs sometimes eat six to 
eight fruit dumplings as a main 
course. For dessert, two to three 
dumplings per person will do.

1/2 pound coarse-

• Mixtheflour, cheeses, egg 
and saittogether in a bowl.

• Bring a large pot of lightly salt- 
ed waterto a boil. 

• Dust a large workspace with a 
little coarse-grained flour. Roll 
the dough into a 12-inch square. 
Using a sharp knife or pizza cut- 
ter, cutthe dough into 16squares. 

• Foreach dumpling, dipthecut 
side of each half plum into a lit- 
tle of the granulated sugar and 
place it in the center of the dough. 
If using whole plums, sprinkle 

on a little sugar. Pinch the cor- 
ners together, then rollthedough 


between your palms so thatthe 
fruit is completely enclosed. 

• When allthedumplings are 
made, slowly dropthem into the 
boiling water (not all at once) and 
boilfor5to7minutes, turning 
themfromtimetotime. Afterthey 
rise to the surface, they should 
cooki or 2 minutes longer. 

• Remove with a slotted spoon, 
letting all the water fall back into 
the pot. Serve on small plates. 

• In asmall skillet, cookthe but- 
ter over medium-high heat until 
nut-brown in color. Sprinkle pow- 
dered sugar overthe dumplings, 
add a spoonful of butter, a dollop 
of mascarpone and serve.

Is potato gnocchi easier to make 
than homemade pasta? 

Many pasta- challenged cooks 
(myself included) will tell you that 
it is. You’ll need a ricer or food mill, 
though. 

Can you give me some good ideas 
on what to do with pears? 

Have you ever poached them? 
Fab, fab. So easy, too. First, peel and 
core the pears. Slice off the bottoms 
to make them flat. Stand them in 
a mixture of red wine, sugar, cin- 
namon stick, vanilla bean and 


cloves; cook over low heat until ten- 
der. Pears also are great in a salad 
with spinach, nuts of your choice 
and some stinky blue cheese. 

What’s the difference between 
grits and polenta? 

Depends on how you define 
grits. There’s corn grits and there’s 
hominy grits. Both are made from 
white corn, and hominy is dried 
kernels treated with alkali. So, 
the big difference between polen- 
ta and grits is that polenta is made 
from yellow cornmeal, not white. 
However, polenta can be made from 
other meals, including buckwheat, 
chestnut and other stuff. 

I don’t drink wine, only buy it to 
cook with. Can I freeze leftover 
wine to use later in recipes? 

I would rather that you put it in 
the fridge than the freezer. It will 
keep for a while that way. The freez- 
er could destroy it. 


House of Carbs 


BREAD I A sign in Stephen 
Lanzalotta’s Portland, Maine, bak- 
ery reads, “Senza il pane tutto diven- 
ta orfano.” Which means, “Without 
bread everyone’s an orphan.” 

But fewer customers are buy- 
ing his European-style breads 
and pastries these days — thanks 
to the Atkins diet. Lanzalotta says 
the low-carb diet has contributed 
to an estimated 40 percent drop in 
business at his shop, Sophia’s. 

Bakers around the country are 
seeing a similar drop in business. 
With millions of people trying the 
diet created by the late Dr. Robert 
Atkins, overall bread sales are flat or 
down slightly. The National Bread 
Leadership Council says 40 percent 
of Americans are eating less bread 
than a year ago. 

At Portland’s Standard Baking, 
co-owner Alison Pray said sales are 
nearly flat after previously grow- 
ing 10 percent to 15 percent a year. 
“This one person asked me, ‘Can you 
make a low- carbohydrate bread?’ 
I said, ‘I wouldn’t know how to do 
it,”’ she said. 

Other bakers are changing 
their products in an attempt to 
keep up. Flowers Foods’ low-carb 
bread, “Nature’s Own Wheat ’n 
Fiber,” has proven to be the com-

pany’s most successful new prod- 
uct launch to date. George Weston 
Bakeries Inc. has launched “Carb 
Counting” bread under its Arnold 
label that carries the Atkins seal. 
Maine -based Lepage Bakeries has 
introduced Country Kitchen “Lower 
Carb” wheat bread. 

The Panera Bread chain is also 
making changes. The company is 
testing three whole -grain breads 
with fewer grams of carbohydrates 
per slice. “Our view of it is not to 
resist [the low-carb trend] but to 
recognize it as a real niche,” CEO 
Ron Shaich said, david sharp (ap)

How closely did you work with the 
current staff of The New Republic 
to get all the facts? Also, how 
closely did you work with Chuck 
Lane and other former TNR staff? 

They were completely funda- 
mental to my research. Chuck 
actually was an official paid con- 
sultant on the movie. I had sev- 
eral sources who chose to remain 
unnamed and I wanted to honor 
that but this was, from the begin- 
ning, a research- driven movie and 
the attempt was to approach it as a 
journalist would. 

What has been the reaction to the 
movie from people who worked 
with Glass at The New Republic? 

That was the review that I was 
most nervous about. But once we 
showed the movie to TNR staff, they 
liked it so much that they offered 
to host our D.C. premiere, which 
they did. 

Your movie is “based” on a true 
story but, really, it invents/ 
conflates characters and fiction- 
alizes a real incident. I am not 
faulting you, but it is a little much 
to condemn a person who creat- 
ed stories out of thin air based on 
a fictionalization of a true story. 

I mean, don’t movies (e.g., “A 
Beautiful Mind,” “Seabiscuit”) con- 
stantly fudge the facts in order to 
“tell a better story?” 

That’s a fair question but I think 
that our movie held itself up to high- 
er journalistic standards than those 
other films that you’ve mentioned. 
There are cases, of course, in the 
movie where characters have been 
composited — that was done either 
to protect sources or to combine four 
conversations into one — but in no 
case did I invent a conversation or 
attribute something to a composited 
character that a real person had not 
actually said. This was something 
that we took and continue to take 
extremely seriously. We thought 
we had an obligation to history to 
get it right.
